POSTAL RATES 


New Bill Effective July " 


Washington, C.. May | 


Congress completed legiwlative action 
today on a measure to reduce postal 
rates on most classes of mail to the 
1921 .basis, thereby slashing $16,285,000 
from the mail costs of the nation to 
take effect on next July 1. The meas- 
ure now goes to the White House, 
where Chairman Griest of the house 


postoffice committee predicted it would | 


meet approval. . 

Newspapers and magazines receive a 
large benefit from the measure in 
reduced mail costs, estimated to create 
a saving of $6,000,000.a year. The re- 
duced rates inchide a return to the 
1920 basis for the mailing of advertis- 


ing reading matter by the publishers.

Haltingly, the interpreter said this was 
all a denunciation of some unknown 
who had stolen the writer's hat on 
the train.
